JUDGEMENT -:

THE 


CHARTER 
LONDON. 


Delivered at Weſtminſter, the 12% day of Zune, 1683. 


2 Hereas upon the Qv9-Warrantos, brought againſt the Lord 
Mayor, Aldermen,and Commonalty,of the City of London, 
&c. For that they taking upon them to be a body Po- 
litick, &*c. Did make By-Laws, thereby. oppreſling his 
Majzſtys Subjedts in Extorting from them certain Sums 
of Money, ( viz. ) From all that come to their Markets 
to ſell any goods amounting to .5000 7. a year. And alſo 
did make an Order for the Printing a certain Scandalous Pecition, . which 
according to that Order was Printed and publiſhed, tending to the ſeducing 
of his Majzſtys Subjedts to a diſlike of his Government, &c. And that upon 
the bringing an [nformatipn againſt them for the ſame they pleaded thereto, 
To which there hath fince been a Replication, Rejaynder, Demurrer, 
Breaches, Aſſigns, and Arguments of the Validity thereof. 


The laſt of which Arguments, werein Eafter Term now laſt paſt, by 
Mr. Attorney General for the King, and by Mr. Polexfen for the City; and 
that uporra Motion for Judgmeat thereon, an Order was made for the 
giving it the firſt T#eſdayin Trinity Term: 
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Accordingly on Tweſday, the 12th. day of June, 1683. Alloon as the 
J idges were ſat in the Court of Kiiys Bench, ( viz ) Arr. Juſtice Jones, 
Mr. Juſfice Raymond, and Mr. Juſtice Withens. 

T :.c K'ngs Attorney General, moved for their Judgment E*c. 

Mr, Juſtice Jones (peaking firſt, recited the myſt Mateja! heads, of 
ofavhat hadpaſt, inthe proceefings on cath fic upon the err $66, 
which had been brought apainſt'the Mayor, Algermen, and Commonalcy, 
of the Cfty of Loidon, for taking upon them to be a Body Politick, ©&c. 
T hat thereupon they bad Pleaded Mugns Chirta. And the Graunt of feves 
ral Kings, and Qieens. Particularly of his Majeſty that now is. To 
which it had been reply<d, they contrary to. theJaid Graunts, had amongſt 
thetaſelves* made By-Laws, and levyed certain..Tolls, or Taxes upon 21l 
People to their Markets, whether they Soldor nor, to the great Oppreſlt- 
on of his Maj=ſties Subjefts 3 In{ defence of which they alledge to have 
Time, out of Mind. had a right of chooling a Common Councel to the 
Number of 250. And by them go make ſugh By-Laws, for the better 
Govetnance of the City, as were-nat repugnant 'to the Commpn Law, that 
It hath bcen to that replyed ti.cir By-Laws, ſ to oppreſs his Majcſties 
Subjefts was contrary to Law and an Intrenchment upon the fundamental 
Laws of the Land, for which their CHARTER ought to be ſeized. 
And further that contrary to the known Law, they had made an 
Ordcr for the Prinring of a Scandalous Petition and that purſuant to ſuch 
Order, the ſam? ws Printed, and Pabliſhr, throughout the Ring lom, 
rending £0 the ſeducing of his Majeſties Subjects into diſlike of his Govern- 
ment,” ard to ſtir up his Liege People to Seditron, and Rebellion, in 
excuſe of which they had (et forth that there was a Plot, ©&c. Or he 
recited after this manner what had paſt fronr the Infermation, to the end 
of the ſaid Arguments, and that it now ſtood for the Judgmen: of that 
Court, by an Order of thelaſt Term. 

He was pleaſed to tell them of the very great deliberation, that had 
been uſed inthe Conſideration of the Arguments, and of the diligent per- 
uſal ofan extract of the City Books, and other Records, mentioning (e- 
veral Conferences which had been thereon, and with the Lord Chief: Ju {tices 
(who was not preſent by reaſon he remains indiſpoſed in his health.) chat 
they had all concurred in one Opinion, and that therefore he would briefly 
deliver the Reſolurions.of them all, which he did under ſeveral Heads, 
concluding them all with the Opinion of the Court, that upon the whole 
Record, hoth as to the-Information and Plea, and as to the Form and 
Manner of Pleading, that Judgmant ought to be given. 

Ard that therefore it was the Judgment of that Court that the Franchi- 
ſes and Liberties of L-»dox be ſeized, Oc. |
